Black Sabbath, Motorhead, 
and Morbid Angel 
Ritchie Coliseum, College Park, MD

Wow!!! That was my first thought 
when I heard that the legendary Black Sabbath 
would be actually touring (it seems that 
anytime they do a record that isn’t with a 
legendary singer they don’t end up touring 
much) and I was even more amazed when I 
found out it was general admission! Now 
being an absolute huge fan of newer "Tony 
Martin" era Sabs I was ready to witness this 
event! 

Well, expectantly Morbid started off 
the show with a very short and uninspired set. 
They played all the expected stuff like "Chapel 
Of Ghouls" and "Rapture" (their current MTV 
video) and sounded and played like shit! The 
"Morbid" fans screamed and yelled but coming 
from an old supporter of their music, trust me, 
they blew! 

Next up was the once mighty Motor- 
head! Now I’ve been bad mouthing these guys 
since ’86/’87 for their lame attempts at 
"accessible" material and I was sure their set 
would be a couple classics ("Ace Of Spades"

I was so amazed at their godlike 
playing: Geezer was playing bass as if he was 
possessed by demons; Iommi proved once and 
for all who was and is the heaviest guitar 
player alive or dead! Of course the newer 
stuff didn’t go down the greatest with the old 
Ozzy era Sab heads but I was eating it all up! 
"Cross Of Thorns", "I Witness", and "Psycho 
Phobia" were some newer cuts played! But 
don’t forget "Time Machine", "Children Of 
The Sea", "Mob Rules", and "Neon Knights", 
too!

Earth Crisis, Snapcase, and Strife 
the Black Cat, Washington, DC

Strife went on first and was everything 
I wanted them to be live after hearing their 
recorded stuff. A west coast act, punchy and 
fast; hardcore to the hilt! Snapcase -- great 
people, great band. They capture the essence 
of slowness with their Helmet-esque approach 
to hardcore. Earth Crisis are always a crowd 
pleaser. They’ve reinvented the crossover 
sound. The place was berserk. 

The highlight of the show had to be 
when the bouncers kept trying to keep kids 
from stagediving during Strife’s set, and their 
bass player got into a pushing match with one 
of the bouncers. Decent turnout for a week- 
night and, as at any DC hardcore show, a good 
girl turnout.

Amorphis Privilege Of Evil (Relapse). A 
recording from °91 finally sees the dark of 
night for these Finnish death metalers. It’s got 
unreleased tracks and.tunes that were done 
over for the LP. It reminds me of the 7" 
because it’s in a more raw, unpolished style 
than the LP. Total god, of course. 


Blood From The Soul Yo Spite The Gland That 
Breeds (Earache). This sucks just as bad as 
Unseen Terror, just in a different way. It 
consists of a boring pile of pseudo-dissonant 
mush with weak vocals and bland lyrics. 

Avoid if you want to spend your money 
wisely. 


Carcass Heartwork (Columbia\Earache). After 
getting over the much lighter approach, this is 
a pretty good metal album full of catchy, 
memorable riffs and guitar-thick production. 
The heyday of Symphonies is long gone, but 
on its own Heartwork stands up. It’s better 
than Necroticism, anyway. 


Cremation Place Of Torture. Unfortunately 
the singer barks like a dog and the lyrics are 
the usual shit. The music has a definite 
Morbius influence, but the fast parts sound like 
that new crap death metal I hate so much. 
However, the intros, mellow sections, and mid- 
paced parts are pretty good. 7000 View Park 
Dr, Burke VA 22015, USA. 


Disrupt Deprived 7" (Relapse). Really good 
production highlights this full-force hardcore 
punk grind onslaught. Thought-provoking 
pissed-off lyrics as well, with the double 
vocals. Some older songs are re-recorded here 
to boot.

Entombed Wolverine Blues (Columbia/ 
Earache). I can’t stand this band anymore. 
After leading the pack in Euro-death metal, 
these Swedes have put out an album of 
Helmet/grunge metal. The bullshit promotion 


campaign just makes matters worse. That’s 
what happens when you see dollar signs. 


Exit-13 Don’t Spare The Green Love 
(Relapse). A compilation of this weirdo eco- 
grind band. The tape contains two 7"es, the 
LP, and some rare tracks, going back to 1989.

Fetish 69 Anti Body (Nuclear Blast America). 
Well, it’s an improvement over the last release, 
that’s for sure. This mimimalistic rock metal 
stuff with slight industrial metal overtones is 
pretty catchy and listenable this time around.

Genital Deformities Who Did This To My 
Sister? advance CD. After an interesting intro 
the album kicks into a mid-paced heavy guitar/ 
low vocal fest of old school HC/metal.

Mortician Mortal Massacre (Relapse). This 

EP contains two previous releases of the band 
plus some of its live show from Michigan 
Death Fest 2. If you’re a fan then you’ll enjoy 
the live material. If you like a band simply 
because it’s "brutal", then Mortician is for you. 


Mythic Mourning In The Winter Solstice 7" 
(Relapse). This band just got better and better 
and then broke up. Dana is on the black metal 
bandwagon with her band, Mary has a killer 


punk band, and Terri has some other project I 
don’t know about. But the 7" is total god 
doom metal with really low growls. 


Nuclear Blast Rec. comp. 5 Years Nuclear 
Blast. The N.C./Relapse boys sure do love 
comps, that’s for sure. Some of the bands on 
this I wasn’t familiar with are good. Some of 
the tracks aren’t current for the bands and 
some are unreleased. Not bad, but I liked 
Corporate Death better. 


Ookla The Mok Thundarr The Librarian. Is 
this a tongue-in-cheek crusty noise band, 
basically, or am I missing something? It’s 
tweaked, that’s for sure, and the packaging is 
funny. Song titles include "Napalm Gerbil" 
and "The Other White Meat".

They put out two of them: Psychodeath 
Lunatics, which was an old school death metal 
thing with blast parts, and Resurrection, which 
featured a newer line-up and a better, updated 
sound, while keeping the speed and heaviness. 
Both demos are total god and worth getting, 
and have glossy covers.

Bourg, France. Here Michel talks about his 
band. — 

How do you think your sound has 
changed from your first to second demo? 

Well, I think it’s obvious. Our sound 
has grown into something "thicker," and the 
addition of another guitar in the band isn’t for 
nothing. Also, we have a new drummer and 


new vocalist since our first demo was recorded, 


SO you can say almost everything is different, 
except that we’ve kept going in the same 
musical direction than four years ago. 

Is it enough to say that your newer 
sound is less thrash and more death metal? 

Well, I think our old stuff suffered 
from a shitty production, you know, the sound 
was flat and kinda light, but we still play one 
song from this demo, namely "The Crown Of 
Death," and well, believe me, it’s a hell of a 
deathly tune! So I think our old stuff sounded 
more "thrash" mainly because of the sound, but 
we’ve always been on the "death side" of 
things. | 

Tell about your new seven inch: how 
are the songs, etc. 

OK, we’ve signed on Adipocere 
Records for the purpose of releasing one 7". It 
should feature two songs, an ancient tune and 
our newest one, "Tormented Creation." You’ll 
love the stuff. It shreds!!

and well behaved" look. 

Well, as far as I’m conerned, I try to 
take things without prejudice and see for 
myself. It’s a fact that I dislike the hypocrite 
way American country makes its own propa- 
ganda, you know, by carrying symbols, fake 
ones, y'know, like honesty, religion, family 
and work, freedom, etc. This sucks pretty 
much, but I mean, all people in France are not 
like the image the French government would 
like you to have of us, so I guess it’s the same 
with you all McDonald’s freaks. HA! HA! I 
believe that uniformity and conformity are 
made to be stained and broken. 

Do you think men in power in 
France don’t treat women equally? For 
example, in America, women usually don’t 
earn as much as men.

We played one in Lyon (around 60 kilometers 
from here), but it was the nearest gig we ever 
played. 

What is the long-term goal for 
Mutilated? Do you want another recording 
contract, or just to keep the band going, or 
what? 

Musical acheivement. The day 


Mutilated stops bring me musical satisfaction 
Ill just quit. This definitely is my long-term 
goal. As for a recording contract, we could 
have put out a fair dozen of LPs since the 
beginning, if we wanted to. We’d definitely 
like to have an album out, but everything will 
come in time, I’m confident; and I prefer not 
rush things up like many bands seem to do. 
Last comment that you want to say? 
I want to thank you, Richard, for your 
long lasting support and say good luck with the 
mag. Anyone into true and sincere death metal 
should write us.
